NEW' YORK, Mar. IO—What 
do Am ericans think of their own 
economic system ” 
In an attem pt to answer this 
question, discussion 
groups

ion poll are being launched 
as 
part of a three-year study 
on 
th* relation of Christian ethics 
to economic life. A psychiatric 
investigation also

This information w-as revealed 
today by A. Dudley Ward, di­ 
rector of studies for the D epart­ 
m ent of the Church and Econom­ 
ic Life of the National Council 
of the Churches of Christ in the 
USA. 
P e r s o n s in the discussion 
groups will come up with their 
answ er to such questions as: 
1. What ate the goals in life 
which are served by your job or 
your business activity? 
2. What problems 
(especially 
of conscience) do you face 
as 
you strive to attain your econom­ 
ic goals” 
3. How' is your job related to 
tile A m erican economic system 
as you understand it” 
Such topics as factors in eco­ 
nomic life which lead to emo­ 
tional conflicts and frustrations 
and individual attitudes regard­ 
ing personal responsibility f o r 
attainm ent of individual and so­ 
cial values in economic life will 
be explored. Ward continued. 
An attem pt will also be m ade 
to analyze the attitudes of peo­ 
ple toward work, with particu­ 
lar reference to 
the Christian 
concept of vocation—work as a

How­ 
ever, a large number of cases 
occur without any other disease 
being present. In all ins.ances, a 
search should be mad'} for infec­ 
tions anywhere in the body and 
these should be cleared up when 
possible. The use of the anti­ 
biotic drugs should be helpful 
from this standpoint. 
Injections of local anesthetics 
Into the painful areas are re­ 
quired In some cases of fibrositis. 
However, the use of the ointment 
j Is the more simple form of treat- 
| ment and one which the patient 
j can carry out himself under th# 
j direction of his physician.
